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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. The title has been amended to be more descriptive of the invention as follows: 
"Display device with multi-grooved light direction element and first and second 
alternating illuminated light sources simultaneously switched for 2D display and 
synchronously switched for 3D display". 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. None of the prior art of record nor uncovered to date shows the now claimed 
features of a display panel having a light redirection element with first and second 
groove structures for guiding the light in first and second directions, and first and second 
light sources alternately illuminated by a switch that simultaneously switches the light 
sources for 2D display and synchronously switches the light sources for 3D display. 

4. That is, as now claimed, a "light redirection element has a first groove structure 
having a first longitudinal axis and the light guide has a groove a second groove 
structure having a second longitudinal axis and facing the first groove structure, and the 
first and second groove structures are arranged in a configuration operable to direct 
light from the light first light source through the display panel with a first angular 
distribution and light from the second light source with a second angular distribution 
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which is different from the first angular distribution, the first longitudinal axis being 
substantially parallel to the second longitudinal axis". 

5. Moreover, the prior art fails to show the now recited, "means for alternating 
between illumination of the first and second light sources and means for alternating 
between displaying a first image and a second image on the display panel substantially 
synchronously with alternating between illumination of the first and second light 
sources; and means for switching between illuminating the first and second light 
sources substantially synchronously with displaying the first image and the second 
image on the display panel; wherein the first image and second image are images of a 
3D stereoscopic image; wherein when the first and second light sources are illuminated 
simultaneously, a 2D image is displayed on the display device". 

6. As such, these claims are deemed allowable as presently advised.
